PARTY LINES WERTfRAMPLED DOWN 


Democrats Sweep Kansas City But Bitter Fight is Closely 


Waged in St. icuis- -Socialists 


Lose Votes.

Chicago, April 5.—Complete returns 


show that Judge Edward F. Dunne 
(Dem.) was elected mayor of Chicago, 
mt Tuesday's election, by a plurality of 
24,248 over John Maynard Harlan 
(Rep.), son of Justice Harlan of the 
United States supreme couit. The 
total vote cast was 322,373, of which 
Collins, the Socialist candidate, polled 
20,323 and the -Prohibitionist 2.980 
As a direct result of the 
elec- 


tion, the 
city is 
officially 
com- 


mitted to the p&licy of the quickest 
possible cessation of private fran- 
chises for public utilities 
Municipal 


ownership is especially threatening 
streetcar lines valued high up in the 
millions. 


When asked for his opinion as to 


the cause of his defeat, Mr. Harlan 
said: "The people of Chicago became 
infatuated with the idea of immediate 
municipal ownership, and the majon'ty 
of them cast their votes that way. I 
believed and still believe tliat sure 
plans for the settlement of the trac- 
tion question are the best, but the peo- 
ple thought different, and voted in ac 
cordance w}th their convictions There 
is nothing much that can be said about 
my defeat, the figures tell the story." 
^ 
"Party lines and personalities of 


„ candidates were entirely forgotten 1n 
'- the- election," said Judge Dunne "Mu- 


nicipal ownership was the one great 
issue before 
the people of Chicago, 


and the returns show very plainly how 
the majority of the people of Chicago 
feel toward the private ownership of 
public utilities. It is the greatest vic- 
tory municipal ownership ever won in 
this country. 
Every pledge that I 


made during the campaign will be sol- 
emnly kept. Chicago wants municipal 
ownership, and during my tenure of 
office it will be my aim to bring about 
such a condition as rapidly as pos- 
sible." 


Mr. Harlan failed to secure the sup- 


port of certain party loaders, who had 
through him been thrust from office. 
Appeals to fear of domination by 
corporate wealth appeared to sway 
many voters, and perhaps more than 
any other influence was incorrectly 
gauged by the Republicans. Harlan 
had been savagely harassed during the 
campaign as the repijted representa- 
tive of Wall street interests intent on 
fastening burdensome franchise grants 
on the city. Republicans, however, 
figured that the voters susceptible to 
appeals of this kind would support the 
Socialist candidate, Collins, and that 
losses, if any. to the Republicans 
would be more than made up by Har- 
lan's old-time admirers among inde- 


pendent voters. Estimates, however, 
of 50.000 votes as the total for Collins. 
Socialist, fell woefully short. Tbe chief 
error in this respect was apparently 
in regard to the amount of loss from 
the Democrats to the Socialists. The

I 
avail myself of this opportunity of 
giving my opinion (after two years 
residence in this city, of what I con- 
s'ider the principal obstructions to its 
progress. I do not profess to be par- 
ticularly keen in my observation, or 
especially wise in business experi- 
ence; I only-give what struck me un- 
favorably upon my first entrance into 
ihe acity and what might be consider- 
ed by many as damaging features— 
unnoticed by many of the safe old 
resident business men, to whom 
Zanesville is, rightfully, too, the dear- 
e*t place on earth.

and families.

In fancy, let us wander in a pros- 


pective trip to Zaesv:lle, where the 
commercial inducements ave slightly 
better than those offered 
by 
other 


towns. The dirty, dingy railroad sta- 
tion—first thing after 
alighting—is 


spoken of ly the youngest member of 
the family as "horrible." With this 
first impression a general observation 
of the city is made. The streets are 
found to be dirty—the principal ones 
should be repaved and sprinkled and 
swept daily instead of only a 
few 


times a year—the famous "T" bridge, 
wh le beautiful, is poorly lighted, the 
older business blocks are going into 
decay simply for want of a little fresh 
paint around the window and door 
frames. I wonder that our coffin fac- 
tory is even prosperous when they 
make such a horrifying display of 
dead material in their Main street 
windows. 


The church and school

are anything but inviting, the major- 
ity of the church buildings, especially 
are a disgrace to the 
community.

The erec- 
tion of the beautiful drinking foun- 
tain by the W. C. T. U. in front of the 
court house is commendable and de- 
notes progress, but when the quality 
of the water obtained from it Is con- 
sidered, it falls short of its purpose. 
A traveling man recently wrote in a 
mud lined bath tub: 


"This is a 'bum' town."
